COLONY’S ANNUAL 
REPORT. 
The Growth of Kowloon: 


‘The annual General Report on 
the Colony of Hongkong has been 
forwarded us by the Hon. Cotanial 
Secretary. Fram it we take the 
following -—- , “at 
in a depressed stata, 
to the overstocked conditian of 
the market which prevailed ia tha 
antumn of 1920, 

The rico trade was on the 
whole unsatisfactory. The Cuban 
market, which is ore of the main 
outlets, was- closed to Hongkong 
until: the end of Jone, 
when the lifting of the embarro 
on the importation of. rice ino 
Cubs brought temporary relief. 
The improvement wes, however, 
shortlived in consequence of com- 
petition from Germany . where 
considerable stacks of rice had 
been saccammulated, which “on 
account of the-depreciation of the 
marks cocld be re-exported at 
prices considerably. lower than 
thoee prevailing »» the East. 

Pilferage of cargo in transit 
which had caused the greatest 
anxiety to the commercial com- 
munity in all parts of the world 
showed a distinc? diminutiom to 
wards the end of be yaar, argerly 
owing to fucreased police patrol 
services acd to more efficient 
contre] exercised by the various 
steamship owners, by wharf com- 
panies, acd by other interests 
involved. 

Considareble improvement was 
shown during the year in the 
mail service between Groat 
Britain and the Ber East and the 
delays in the transmission of tele- 
grams which had prevailed since 
the war were evbstanctislty. 
reduced by the completion of a 
new cable from London to Singa- 
pore. : 

The year was marked by fur- 
ther stnkes affecting mechanics

Telephone Co’s Reply. 

Mr. Parker Ness has not lost 
any time inissving a reply on 
bebalf of the Telephone Company 
to the report ‘prepared by the 
joint committee of the Chambers 
of Commerce. In the course of 
his lengthy communication, Mr. 
Parker Ness shows himself no 
mean diatectician, yet in regard 
to the essential justice of the case 
matters remain much as they 
were. As the Company's spokes- 
man makes & special point of the 
incompetence of the inqairers to 
judge of technical considerations, 
itis not out of place to point out 
that he refused information where 
it might reasonably have been 
expected, as in relation to the 
basis on which the valuation 
schedules were compiled and as 
to how the reaiduary values and 
tates of depreciation were arrive 
at Mr. Parker Ness disputes the 
statement that “tbe system is 
to # great extent obsolete.” 
This is a technical matter, but at 
the sane tirae st is a question of 
plain fact, and Mr. Ness’s denial 
that the system is toa greatextent 
obsolete will make many readers 
rub their eyes. Among tho 
vatious points that arise oa the 
Company's reply. we may take 
the statement respecting a fair 
returnon capital ascharacteristic 
fn 31921 the Company paid 20 
per cent.—10 per cent. dividend 
and the same ay bonus. The 
Company's representative treats 
this as less than 2 percent and 
speaks of the capital baving been 
increased by divisible profits being 
fut into the business instead of 
being distributed. He overlooks 
that this is another way of sas- 
ing that the present “low ” rates 
charged to subscribers were 
sufficient to provide still larger 
dividends than those declared, 
even though the Company loses 
Jarge sums through. adopting-# 
sterling basis. But is it a fact 
that the present market value 
of the undertaking is the 
only fair basis, ora ‘air basis at 
all, for fizving rates’ Toatvalue is 
due not simply to development 
work by the Company, but to an 
all-roucd inflation of prices con- 
sequent upon world conditions. If 
the effect of these conditions bad 
been a huge slamp instead of 
iufletion so that values had been 
divided instead of multiplied by 
almost tbree, does Mr. Parker 
Ness expect us to assame that 
the Company would regard it as 
perfectly equitable that their rates 
‘to subscribers should be “cut” to 
a third of.the present tariff? The 
sale to the new company is.a 
formality; all that would beppan, 
in effect, is-that the existing cgm- 
pany would’ hand over the 
undertaking. to aller ego. 
Te this largely accidental 
jnflation ‘of values is to be 
deemed a just basis for Gxing 
rates, every public-utility cam- 
pany, would be warranted: in 
indreasing its rates correspond- 
ingly irrespective of a sale. The 
Company, takes exception to 
the description of its policy sa 
“grasping.” What is this taking 
advantage of inflated values but 
the essence of profiteering ?
